The proposed. "National Arboretum" 


here would answer this question. This 
is to be a sort of bureau of standards 
for trees and plants. Its advocates arc 
confident that timber trees can be im- 
proved directly to meet human needs 
as much as any other plants. 


"Forest trees simply grow up wild 


today as they have since trees began," 
says Dr. FredericK Coville. botanist of 
'the Department of Agriculture, who is 
a leader in support of the plan. 


"Human intelligence has been exer- 


cised scarcely at all to produce im- 
proved forest trees or even to propa- 
gate the best types. The monarch and 
the scrubby dwarf both arc products 
of chance. Fine forest trees 
are not 


yet bred like race horses or straw- 
berries." 


The arboretum proposal is contain- 


ed in bills introduced, by Represonta- 
ivc Laice of Massachusetts and Sena- 
tor Pepper of 
Pennsylvania.

would spend about $500,000 
to buy 


land adjoining: a government ttact. on 
the Anacostia River here, providing 
about. SOO acres for the 
tree experi- 


ments. A survey has shown that theic 
arc 30 different kinds Of soil on the 
tract, a great advantage. 


WILL HELP TIMBER GROWTH 
"Replanting of trees for lumber is 


^weady a critically important subject 
mF" the United States.'' 
according- to! 


pT;ol. W. B. Grccley, chief of the forest 


•rvice. "When we come to reforest- 


ing, it. is important to plant the best 
possible trees. 


"If we can make a tree grow twice 


ni fast as it does now. we arc just 
ihout doubling1 the profit on timber 
land. If we can find or produce, trees 
which resist disease or parasites, or 
which make better lumber than the 
irces we now use, it will benefit the 
whole nation." 


The work of the arboretum would 


make a program for centuries. Dr.
